Subsequently, General Electric 
aiiounced that it had divested it- 
eel of contrgl by organizing the 
Electric Bond & Share Securiites 
the stock of which 
- be distributed among stock- 
Miders of the General Electric, 
‘nd which would take over the as- 
aetn of the Electric Bond & Share 
Co Two years later the Federal 
Trade Commission reported that 
only 31 per cent of the securities 
Corporation stock then remained 
in the hands of stockholders also 
“terested in General Electric, in- 
dicating that neither was any long- 
er controlled by the other. 

However, in the recent investi- 
fauion, the commission learned 
that the directors of the securities 
Corporation retained the power to 
issue additional shares of that con- 
cern, and reserved the right to 
Choose the individuals who would 
be permitted to buy them. Since 
the directors were General Electric 
Men, thi senabled them to insure 
. continuance of control in “friend- 
‘Y hands, The commission in its

LAST OF ALLIED TROOPS OUT 
OF RHINELAND BY TOMORROW 


Occupation Second Longest in History — 
Started in December, 1918—British and 
U. S. Army First to Leave. 


By the Associated Press. 

KEHL, Germany, June 23.— 
French troops left this city today 
and marched across the bridge to 
Strasburg, thus bringing one step 
nearer the general evacuation to be 
completed Monday. 

Officially the occupation of the 
German bridgeheads and the last 
zone on the river’s left bank came 
to an end with the final] session 
of the Allied Rhineland Commis- 
sion at Wiesbaden today, but 
actually it will be completed only 
on Monday with the hauling down 
of the Allied flag from the Com- 
mission’s headquarters. A com- 
pany of infantry will render hon- 
ors. 

The military occupation of the 
Rhineland by the Allies and their 
associates in the World War, under 
the treaty of Versailles, was one 
of the longest in the history of Eu- 
rope since the 100-year war. 

It exceeded in duration the 
French occupation of the same ter- 
ritory during the revolutionary and 
Napoleonic wars by a few weeks, 
but does not equal the occupation 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina by Aus- 
tria-Hungary, but that occupation 
was to be permanent under au- 
thorization of the Congress of Ber- 
lin. 


| he character of the occupation 
differed little from any other. ex- 
‘cept in the nature of the incidents 
that are always provoked by the 
presence in any territory of for- 
eign troops. It was accompanied 
by violent incidents mostly coh- 
nected with the attempt to set up 
a separate Rhineland republic, but 
otherwise caused no particular dis- 
turbance in the affairs of the in- 
habitan’s. 

The Allied and American armies 
marched into the Rhineland early 
in December, 1918. The Ameri- 
cans crossed the Rhine’ at Coblenz 
and occupied the historic fortress 
of Ehrenbreitstein, Dec. 13, while 
the British crossed at Cologne and 
the French at Mayence. 

The Americans were the first to 
leave the Rhine. Their continued 
presence in Germany became prob- 
lematical when the Senate refused 
to ratify the Treaty of Versailles. 
They remained in reduced num- 
bers, however, until Jan, 24. 1923, 
when, in pursuance to a resolution 
of the Senate demanding the recall 
of all the United States forces on 
the Rhine. the Stars and Stripes 
were hauled down from the mast- 
head of Ehrenbreitstein, and the 
last Americans in the occupied 
area marched to the train home- 
ward bound. They were succeeded 


by the French troops.

As the racers came in sight of 
the Cincinnati sky line the Betsy 
Ann ran afoul of shoal water and 
her speed was slackened while the 
Greene’s course was held in deep- 
er water and permitted full speed 
ahead. 

The race started at 2:33 p. m., 
Eastern standard time, and ended 
at 4:37 p. m. 

The Betsy Ann was not in sight 
of Coney Island. the finishing 
point at the time the Tom Greene 
crossed the finishing line. 

The Tom Greene's whistles Diew 
continuously during the last quar- 
ter of a mile celebrating its vic- 
tory. 

The Betsy Ann received a mighty 
cheer as it crossed the finish line 
at 4:44 p. m.

PRISONERS WILL 
WEAR PAJAMAS IN 
NEW REFORMATORY 


No Bars and No Outside Walls 
in Plans for Intermediate 


Building. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 
°8.—Pajamas will be used instead 
of steel bars to deter escapes from 
the new State intermediate reformi- 
atory, when it is completed near 
Jefferson City, under building plans 
approved by the State Penal Board 
and a special advisory committee. 
There will be no bars in the build- 
ings and no outside wall or fence. 

Young prisoners confined in the 
reformatory will be clad in pajamas 
and house slippers at all times ex- 
cept when they are working in the 
reformatory shops and fields. Their 
clothing and shoes will be taken 
from them each afternoon. when 
they return from their tasks to the 
cottage dormitories, to be stored 
in lockers, and will be reissued to 
them when they go to their tasks 
the following morning. 

The reformatory will be for first 
offenders, convicted of felonies, 
who were between the ages of 17 
and 25, when convicted. 

Plans for the reformatory have 
been drawn by Architect Wil- 
liam B. Tttner of St. Louis and ap- 
proved by the Board.

However, No Clew Is Found 
by the Special Investigator 
as to Motive for Killing 
of Reporter.

CHICAGO, June 28,.—State’s At- 


'torney John A..Swanson today is- 
sued a statement giving complete 
details so far as his investigators 
have been able to unravel them, 
of the tangled financial affairs of 
Alfred J. Lingle, slain reporter of 
the Chicago Tribune. 

Lingle’s bank account, showing 
deposits of large amounts of cur- 


rency and the issuance’ of large 
checks cashed at the race tracks 
evidently in payment of lost wag- 
ers, is fully described in the re- 
port, which was presented to Swan- 
son by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Charles F. Rathbun, and was then 
made public. } 

The murdered reporters’ stock 
market speculations are detailed, 
the report showing that Lingle, 
whose salary on the Tribune was 
$65 a week, in 1929, ran up a 
paper profit of $85,000 which then 
dwindled, during the crash of the 
market, to $11,000. 

Lingle’s purchase of a summer 
home at Long Beach, Ind., the 
many rumors of his having ob- 
tained big loans from politicians, 
gamblers and friends and other fi- 
nancial features uncovered by in- 
vestigators are discussed ih. the 
report. 

Started Inquiry 10 Days Ago, 

The prosecutor’s sttaement is the 
first definite report of progress 
made by the State’s Attorney since 
10 days ago when he announced the 
appointment of. Rathbun, who is 
a member of the law firm which 
is counsel for the Tribune, as As- 
sistant State’s Attorney in general 
charge of the investigation of the 
murder, 

At that time Swanson requested 
that the newspapers, publish only 
such news concerning the investi- 
gation as would be released by his 
directions, and in compliance with 
this request, the Tribune has not 
published, news of the murder that 
might frustrate the work of the 
State’s Attorney. 

Rathbun’s report states that for 
obvious reasons as discussion § is 
made of the investigation being 
considered of clews and leads per- 
taining to the search for the actual 
killer or killers of Lingle. 

He declares, in the report, that 
this search is being diligently and 
earnestly conducted; that by the 
nature of the crime it should be 
seen that this work must be con- 
ducted in. seeret, and that success 
in the task may come soon, or it 
may take a long time. ; 

Chicago's united- law enforce- 
ment agéncies continues to follow 
numefous trails'in an effort to 
solve the assassination of Lingle, 
and to run down resultant charges 
of an alliance between crime and 
politics, Ew - 

Investigators for the State's At- 
torney said they were examining 
reports .of-a “promotion ring’’ in 
the Police Department.. They have 
been informed that two leading pol- 
iticians of the. Thirtieth .Ward— 
Lingle’s. ward—had practical con- 
trol of police promotions with Lin- 
gle as the “‘man behind the scenes.” 

It was said a regular scale of

Robert C. Pritchett, 68 years old. 
a laborer of St. Clair, Mo., charged 


with the murder of Eugene Fros- 
sard, 71, a farmer living near St.

SUSPECTED SLAYER 
S FOUND IN PRISON 


Earl Reed, Wanted for Police- 
man’s Murder, Traced Through 
Fingerprints. 


Earl Reed, robber and escaped” 
convict under indictment for the 
murder of Patrolman William Mc- 
Cormack in a cigar store holdup 
last year, has been found by the 
finger-print system of the National 
Bureau of Identification at Wash- 
ington. Chief of Police Gerk wrote 
to authorities at Boise, Ida., yes- 
terday, where Reed is serving a 
prison term of from 10 to 20 years, 
asking that the man be turned over 
for immediate trial on the murder 
charge. 

Reed’s identity was discovered 
by the bureau at Washington in its 
regular routine work. Convicted 
and sent to prison, his finger prints 
were forwarded for classification 
to Washington. There they were 
compared with the prints of fugi- 
tives as are the finger prints of all 
convicted men. When it was found 
the prints coincided with those of 
the man wanted in St. Louis for 
murdering Patrolman McCormack, 
the bureau telegraphed Chief Gerk. 

Reed, who gave his name in 
Idaho as Ross, was sentenced re- 
cently for his part in the robbery 
of a bank at Wendell, Ida. June 
11. He escaped some time before 
the murder of Patrolman McCor- 


mack, from an Indiana prison 
farm. 
Patrolman McCormack was de- 


tailed as a guard at the Ideal 
Cigar Store, 3908 South Broad- 
way. June 25, 1929, when three 
men ran into the place to hold it 
‘up. One of them shot and killed 
ithe policeman, and all escaped in 
‘an automobile in which a fourth 
man was waiting. 

Later, on a tip from a woman, 
William B. Maloney. Albert E. 
Ware and Joseph Daher were ar- 
rested, charged with the robbery 
and murder. Maloney and Ware 
confessed, naming Reed as the 
ectual killer. They pleaded guilty 
and were sentenced to life in the 
penitentiary. Daher denied com- 
plicity in the affair, but was con- 
victed and also sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

Reed was indicted with his three 
companions. When he escaped from 
‘the Indiana prison farm, he was 
serving a term for robbery.

"THER RELEASE 


New Requirements 
Worked Out With State 


By the Jefferson City Correspon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. _ 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 28.— 

New requirements for convicts re- 

leased from the Missouri peniten- 


tiary under the seven-twelfths of 
sentence rule, known as the merit 
system, which will subject these 
convicts to supervision and cer- 
tain conditions of conduct after 
their release, such as are imposed 
upon paroled convwicts, were an- 
nounced today by Gov. Caulfield. 

The change was Ordered by the 
Governor in a letter to the State 
Penal Board. 

It involves adoption, in part, of 
suggestions by the Jackson County 
Federation of Justice and other 
welfare organizations, for super- 
vision and aid of convicts after 
they are released from the peni- 
tentiary. 

The object of the change is not 
to impose burdensome restrictions 
upon the released convict, the Gev- 
ernor said, but to bring him under 
organized supervision and in con- 
tact with organizations that wil 
assist him during the period of 
readjustment between the time of 
the release and the time when he 
can find employment and become 
self-supporting. 

Under No Restrictions Now. 

Under the present system,. the 
convict released from prison upon 
expiration of seven-twelfths of his 
sentence is placed under no condi- 
tions or restrictions. Despite the 
fact that the merit release in effect 
is a parole, there is no provision 
for his being returned to prison 
to serve the remainder of his 
sentence, if he again violates the 
law, such as is incorporated in 
regular paroles. 

The State law permits release of 
convicts after serving three-fourths 
of sentence, if their behavior is 
good. The seven-twelfths rule was 
adopted by the Penal Board, with- 
out statutory authority, to permit 
additional reductions of sentence 
for good behavior. 

The Governor said welfare or- 
ganizations in Kansas City had 
been making plans for. organized 
assistance to released convicts to 
aid them in obtaining employment 
and in rehabilitating themselves. 

Efforts would be made to extend 
this work to other cities of the 
State, he said. 

To Require Regular Reports. 

Conditions to be placeu in the 
merit “paroles,” which are being 
drawn up by Parole Commissioner 
Dwight Brown, will include _ re- 
quirements as to the released con- 
vict’s conduct, regular reports to 
the Prison Board of stipulated pe- 
riods and designation of a sponsor 
to be responsible for the ex-con- 
vict. Efforts will be made to ob- 
tain persons interested in welfare 
work as sponsor. 

The new rule will not be applied 
to convicts now in the penitentiary, 
the Governor said, but will be ap- 
plicable to all convicts entering the 
penitentiary after July 1. The 
Governor said he did not consider 
it fair to apply such a change in 
the system to convicts soon to be 
released, who had servide most of 
their terms under the present sys- 
tem. 

“With this change in the system 
of granting commutation it is ex- 
pected that plans will be evolved 
for aid being extended by citizen 
groups interested in released con- 
victs. 

For More Heipfal Protection. | 

Gov. Caulfield, in the letter to 
the board, said:

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 28.—

Cudahy sold the horse to his 
lifelong friend, Johnston, for 
$1800. That was in 1925. John- 
stone said th eohrse was no good 
and sued Cudahy. In 1927 a jury 
decided Shannon was worth every 
cent of the $1800 Johnston paid. 

The case was appealed to the 
State Supreme Court, which de- 
cided that Shannon was a “bad ac- | 
tor.” The case was remanded to 
the Circuit Court to settle dam- 
ages. 

Judge Braun’s decision holds 
Shannon was “wild” and had sev- 
eral] other faults not to be expect- 
ed in an $1890 anftmal. Shannon, 
therefore, was worth only $200 at 
the time of sale, the Court de- 
cided, ordering Cudahy to pay 
Johnston back $1600, with interest 
at 6 per cent for five years. 

Both Johnston and Cudahy said 
the litigation was friendly. being 
undertaken for “the principle” 
and to vindicate their judgment of 
horseflesh.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 23.— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission today authorized the St. 
Louis Public Service Co. to aban- 
don its Osage Hills car line, be- 
tween Clay and Woodbine avenues, 


Kirkwood, and the Osage Hills 
loop, and about half a mile of the 
Kirkwood-Ferguson line, condi- 
tional upon the company’s substi- 
tuting motor bus service for the 
abandoned routes into the business 
district of Kirkwood. 

Application for permission to 
abandon the lines was fiJed by the 
company after the city of Kirk- 
wood proposed to reconstruct the 
paving of Woodbine avenue  be- 
tween Ciay avenue and Geyer road, 
and to improve Quinette road, The 
company ¢stimated the cost of 
paving between its rails and re- 
construction of its tracks would be 
about $100,000. 

The city of Kirkwood and sev- 
eral citizens filed protests against 
the abandonment of the lines, but 
the company contended the Osage 
Hills line was operating as a loss 
and that it should not be required 
to expend an adidtional $100,000 
to continue operation. 

In authorizing the abandon- 
ment, the commission said that it 
did not believe a street car com- 
pany had the right to abandon a 
line merely because it was operat- 
ing at a loss, but that each case 
must be considered on its merits; 
in this case the company should 
have an opportunity to avoid a 
heavy expenditure and to. substi- 
tute less expensive bus service for 
its more expensive street car serv- 
ice. 

“Practically all electric street 
railways are in bad financial con- 
dition and are finding it extremely 
difficult to finance themselves,” 
the commission declared in its or- 
der. “Without retrenchment and 
economy of operation they face a 
dubious future. In the last 10 
years hundreds of miles of electric 
street railways have been aban- 
doned and the process of replac- 
ing electric street railways with 
busses has been proceeding stead- 
ily.” 

The company proposed to sub- 
stitute busses for the street car 
service so icng as the bus service 
proved self-supporting. The com- 
mission. which has no authority 
over busses operated in conjunc- 
tiva with street cars in cities, stip- 
ulated that the permit to abandon 
the street railway line was condi- 
tional on the company’s agreeing 
not to abolish the bus service, re- 
gardless of the operating results, 
without consent of the Public 
Service Commission, after a hear- 


ing.

For 7800 feet, this consists 
of strips to widen Smizer Mill and 
Vandover roads, but for 8300 feet 
it is made up of altogether new lo- 
cation. The right-of-way was ob- 
tained through the activity of 
George Pickels, a Fenton banker, 
and others. Plans are not complet- 
ed for carrying this route to the 
existing pavement in Valley Park, 
but eventually it will go through 
Valley* Park and Manchester and 
probably connect with the new lo- 
cation of United States Highway 
No. 40, near Chesterfield. Prob- 
ably it will be concreted as an im- 
portant belt highway. 

Condemnation of land to widen 
Tesson Ferry road from 40 to 60 
feet, for 65613 feet south from 
Gravois road and 2758 feet north- 
east from the new State Highway 
No. 77 has been ordered. This 
leaves a three-quarter-mile gap be- 
tween the two stretches, which will 
be located after the new Valley 
Park-Carondelet freight line of the 
Missouri Pacific Rallroad is laid 
out in this region. A viaduct will 
be erected over the railroad. 

Engineer Jablonsky was, ordered 
yesterday to prepare plans for 20- 
foot concrete on Hall's Ferry road

Only One Man Stands Trial in 
Circuit Court, Others Plead- 
ing Guilty. 


Twelve men received penitenti- 
ary terms last week in the criminal 
division of Circuit Court, one re- 
ceiving punishment at the hands 
of a jury and 11 being sentenced 
on their pleas of guilty. 

The only trial was that of Israel 
Resnick, 42 years old, a bakery 
salesman, charged with murder in 
the first degree. He was found 
guilty of manslaughter and was 
sentenced to two years in the peni- 
tentiary. Resnick shot and killed 
a fellow salesman in a quarrel over 
customers. 

Among the 11 who elected to 
plead guilty rather than etand trial 
were eight robbers. Two of these, 
Theodore A, Orten and Denman 
Thompson, who admitted violations 
of the newly enacted Henry law, 
will serve 15 years in the peniten- 
tiary. Orten was charged with 


assault with intent to kill, He re- 
ceived 10 years for the robbery and 
five years for the assault. Thomp- 
son pleaded guilty of robbery with 
a gun and of carrying a concealed 
weapon. He previously had been 
convicted and was required to take 
13 years for the robbery and an 
additional two years for carrying 
the weapon. 

Orton, who is 25 years old, was 
captured in a running fight with 
police, following the robbery of a 
grocery store at $450 Itaska street 
on May 20, last’ Two men had 
held up the store, taking $322 from 
the proprietor and his customers. 
A motor cycle policeman chanced 
on the scene as the robbers left the 
store and gave chase, exchanging 
shots with the hold-up men. He 
pursued the robbers until their car 
collided with a tree and later ar- 
rested Orten, who attempted to get 
away on foot, after emptying his 
revolver at the officer. At the 
station Orten told the police where 
his companion might be found. 
They went to 1018 South Eighth 
street, encountered Clarence 
Walters, 28, who resisted and was 
killed.

Mason Martin, 10 years; Edward 
Coleman, five years; John Meier, 
five years, commuted to Boonville; 
Ralph Ruch, 10 years, and John |

and Oscar Williams, who pleaded 
guilty of burglary, were sentenced 
to four years and two years, ro: | 
spectively and George Supple was | 
permitted to take two years in the | 
penitentiary on his plea of guilty 
of grand larceny. |

Wiehe, a member of the Special 
Bridge Committee, gave credit te 


that committee, who also is presi- 
dent of the board,.for resctiing the 
bridge legislation from what a few 
months ago appeared to be a dead- 


ber when he introduced a bill in 
the Board of Aldermen covering 
both use of the Municipal Bridge 
by the railroads and rental of the 
highway deck of the Eads Bridge 
by the city with the right te lift 
the tolis. 
What Bil Provided. 

Under this bil the Terminal 
Railread Association was to build 
the new approaches to the Mu- 
nicijpal Bridge and the eity was te 
purchase them out of rentals paid 
by the railroads, and for use the 
vehicular deck of the Eads Bridge 
the city was to pay $208,500 a year 
plus 5 per cent interest, and to as- 
sume the maintenance and taxes 
on that part of the bridge. 

This bill met with widespread ob- 
jection and several public hear- 
ings failed to develop substantial 
support for it. Among the business 
organizations opposing it were the 
Merchants’ Exchange, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the &. Louis 
Shippers’ Conference. There weré 
two principal objections, first, that 
the rental proposed for EHads 
Bridge was excessive, and second, 
that the Terminal Association 
would own the new approaches 
themselves an integral part of the 
bridge until the city purchased and 
paid for them in full and thus 
would be able to control train op- 
eration over them. 

Mayor Miller suggested eliminat- 
ing the Dads Bridge provisions and 
confining the bill to the Municipal 
Bridge. This was strenuously ob- 
jected te by downtown business in- 
terests which for many years have 
urged that the highway crossing 
connecting the business centers of 
St. Louis and East St. Louis should 
be free.

PETITION 1S ARGUED 


Judge Hogan Takes Plea for 
$16,000 Refund Under 
Advisement. 


The petition of the Chippewa 
Trust Co., 3801 South Broadway, 
for a refund of $10,000 paid for un- 
improved real estate which be- 
Chippewa 
Bank was argued before Circuit 
Judge Hogan yesterday. It was tak- 
en under advisement. 

The Chippewa Bank was closed 
by the State Finance Department in 
December, 1923, and its assets are 
in process of liquidation. A dif- 
ferent group formed the Chippewa 
Trust Co. and assumed $1,000,000 
in notes held by the Chippewa Bank 
at their face value. At the same 
time, it is alleged, the then Fi- 
nance Commissioner, F. C. Mills- 
paugh, got the new organization to 
accept the realty in controversy, lo- 
cated at Marine avenue and Gas- 
conade street. sc that it wouid fa- 
cilitate him in speeding up liqul- 
dation. 

But the trust company’s attor- 
ney, W. S. Campbell, informed the 
court his client had not been able 
to sell the land and had been noti- 
fied by the present Finance Com- 
missioner, S. L. Cantley, to charge 
off the property from its assets, 
since the law forbids a bank.to hold 
title to realty for any purpcse oth- 
er than as a site for its business. 
The land which !s carried at the 
original purchase price, never has 
been used for banking purposes, it 
was stated. 

Campbell contended that the 
original agreement by which the 
trust company took title was void, 
being prohibited by law, and should 
be set aside. The trust company 
in asking for the return of its 
money from existing assets of the 
defunct bank offers to surrender 
title to the realty. 

The petition was opposed by 
James V. Frank, local representa- 
tive of the Attorney-General, who 
deciared that the trust company, 
having willingly made the agree- 
ment, should not be permitted to 
cancel it because the deal turned 
out unprofitably. Under certain 
conditions, he argued, it is legal 
for a banking institution to hold 
title to realty for other than a 
home for its bank. The Supreme 
Court, he said, has held such title 
can be lawfully passed to a third 
person or a stranger. He added 
only the State can interpose the ob- 
jection which the petition sets up. 

It was pointed out by the trust 
company counsel it would not di- 
minish the failed bank’s remaining 
assets more than one-half of one 
per cent if the order was made. De- 
positors of the Chippewa Bank have 
to date been paid. back 79 per cent 
on their deposits.

“More than 200,000 neglected 
and delinquent children are 
brought before courts in the Unit- 
ed States each year,” Judge Ross- 
kopf said. “More than hak of 
these children are not given the 
help they need because juvenile 
courts with good probation services 
are not generally established. If 
delinquent boys and giris are giv- 
en careful guidance when they 
first go Wrong, we can prevent a

24,000 Salesmen 
Attend Chevrolet 
Training Schools 


What has been termed the great- 
est sales training school in the 
history of the automobile industry 
—a series of five meetings con- 
ducted over a period of 10 days in 
each of 12,000 Chevrolet retail 
stores in the United States, and at- 


tended by 24,000 salesmen—has 
just been completed by the Chev- 
rolet Motor Co. 

So successful were the meetings 
that Chevrolet central office of- 
ficials are considering making the 
“school” an annual affair. In prac- 


ers reported their complete sales 
personnel] in attendance at each 
meeting, and in addition the office 
end service staffs requested and 
were given permission to attend 
the sessions. In all, it is estimated 
that an average of 40,000 sales, of- 


rolet retail stores attended each of 
the five meetings. 
ing efficiency by their present 
staffs and the addition of many 
salesmen to their organizations are 
expected by many dealers as a re- 
sult of the “school.” 

The thought behind the school 
was the belief that most automo- 
bile salesmen possess only the 
theory of selling and usually are 
forced to undergo long experience 
and overcome many difficulties be- 
fore they are able to furnish pros- 
pective buyers with a fully satisfac- 
tory exposition of the car’s fea- 
tures.: The school would immedi- 
ately put the salesmen in posses- 
sion of the experiences and meth- 
ods of the most successful men in 
the industry. 

All phases of the meetings were 
worked out and the materials pre- 
pared by the central office of the 
Chevrolet Motor Co. Hoking the 
school was optional with each deal- 
er, but practically the entire Chev- 
rolet dealer organization responded.

Closely Watched — 


Real Test of Bantam Car Will 
Come With Retail Sales 
Campaign. 


By MARC BRAUN. 
DETROIT, Mich., June 28—One_ 
of the most important events of 
the year is taking place today-—~ 
the placing on the market of the 
British-designed but <American- 
made Austin bantam car. It isan 
event which may have far-reach- 
ing consequences and may affect 
the American automobile industry 
in several ways. 

While all American manufac- 
turers are not interested ‘in the 
bringing out. of this low-priced | 
model, makers of low and medium 
priced cars will watch very close- 
lyq the reception given to this 
newcomer. When during the win- 
ter the announcement was made 
by officials of the American Austin 
Car Co. that more than 100,000 
orders for the bantam car had 
been booked before the manufac- 
turing of the car had begun, it 
created much comment. However, 
it is by no means uncommon for 
manufacturers to book orders for 
a@ new car-or model from the uis- 
play of photographs and blue 
prints. The real sales test begins 
only when the car is in actual pro- 
duction, and the dealers begin to 
sell the car. That fs why from now 
on development in the sale of this 
machine will have the attention of 
most sales and engineering orgen- 
izations concentrated upon it. 

As an official of a manufactur- 
ing: concern here remarked, the 
Austin’s appearance, meaning the 
body design, will be more of a de- 
cidfng factor with the public than 
its low price. Should the car meet 
with the success its sponsors ex- 
pect, it may lead to other foreign : 
manufacturers starting similar 
plants in this country, and to 4 
number of American concerns 
bringing out cars along the same 
lines. Some of the British and 
Continental trade papers have ex- 
pressed the opinion that if this 
first invader meets with success 
others will follow. 
Might Compete in Low-Price Field. 
As one of the English journals 
states, no European motor car 
manufacturer would have much 
success in trying to compete with 
American car makers in either the 
medium priced or high priced car 
field, but.only, perhaps, in the very 
lowest price field. There are plenty 
of concerns in England with strong 
financial resources, ready to come 
over and give the low priced Amer- 
ican cars a race, says one writer. 
With the possible exception of one 
or two French concerns there are 
no other European cars whose de- 
sign would appeal to the average 
American buyer. 
Reports from Toronto, Canada, 
are to the effect that the Canadian 
Austin Motor Car Co. is being or- 
ganized in that city to make the 
Austin bantam in Canada. For the 
time being the parent company of 
England will send the parts and 
accessories to assemble the car, but 
later manufacturing will be start- 
ed in a plant now being equipped 
in ‘Toronto. ; 
Results of June production and | 
sales will be forthcoming in a few 
days and from the latest informa- 
tion will very likely show the 
month to have been as good as 
May, especially from the _ sales 
standpoint. Some of the car mak- 
ers will announce larger outputs 
and others will show a decrease, 
but sales for the industry as a 
whole, will, as in May, show that 
dealers’ stocks are constantly get- 
ting lower, which, has been and 
will continue to be, the general 
aim of car makers. 
This is the vacation period in the 
industry, and as some workers ex- 
plain, it is the “end of the year,” 
meaning that when they return to 
work they will start on the new 
models for 1931. Although some 
new models will probably continue 
to be announced, the big novelties 
are being closely guarded and will 
not be made known until about 
show time. Some startling new car 
designs will- be disclosed for the 
first time at the New York show. 
And before this exhibit opens, 
there will be the Paris and London 
international shows, which this 
year will again witness some en- 
tirely new cars. 

Employment Only Fair. 

The employment situation. con- 
tinues to be only fair in Michigan. 
The most recent report of the 
United States Department of Labor 
shows that while in some automo- 
tive plants a small increase is 
noticeable, in many others the 
‘number of employed has been re- 
duced and part-time operations 
prevail. Employment is expected 
to be increased in the fall, accord- 
ing to some of the plant works

From this statement, the conclu- 
sion may fairly be drawn that Can- 
ada is only awaiting action by 
Parliament, in collaboration with 
the provinces, to set the Domin- 
ion’s radio house in order before 
demanding a larger share of the 
96 wave lengths available for 
broadcasting. The whole radio 
question, including the Canadian 
Royal Commission’s report favor- 
ing a Government-owned radio 
system with a super-power station 
in each province. was recently re- 
ferred to a special committee at 
the instance of Premier King.

Part of this sum, 
with a gift from Mr. Eversley Childs. has been 
used to build the largest and most completely 
equipped lepersarium in the world at Cebu. The 
lepersarium, which was opened last April, -accom- 
modates 750 lepers and is supplied with thoroughly 
equipped research laboratories. 

In addition there are clinics and small hospitals in

F allacies of Our Economic Policy 


Dealing with problem of nation’s surplus, Owen D. Young views it collectively. 
whereas legislators consider it piecemeal; all excess goods and ‘crops can be ex- 
ported, he says; plans to cut production mean idle factories and jobless men; yet 
high tariff sets at naught all efforts to cultivate foreign trade as our logical outlet.

FTER all the miasma exhaled in Wash- 

ington during the 14 months the tariff 

Was under discussion, the address of 
Owen D. Young in San Francisco comes 
like a breath of ozone from the ecean. Mr. 
Young carefully avoided any criticism of 
Congress and its works, but, tn his thought- 
ful analysis of the world problems of to- 
day and in his outline of a pelicy adapted to 
world needs and to our own requirements 
as well, he could not avoid leaving in the 
minds of all who heard or read his speech 
a picture of the pitiful contrast between 
the broad and enlightened views of a think- 
er and a leader and the actual performance 
ef the nation's law makers and adminis- 
trators. 


Mr. Young chose as his theme the prob- 
lem of the American surplus. We have Leen 
dealing with this problem piecemeal. We 
have treated the agricultural surplus, for 
example, as if it were a thing apart, where- 
as it is only one phase of a broader ques- 
tion. Along with it we have -urpluses of 
raw materials, of manufactured goods, of 
services and of earnings over expenditures. 
What shall we do with them? Mr. Young 
Inakes the point that all these surpluses are 
exportable. <A pertion of them can be em- 
ployed, more usefully outside the United 
Statés than at home. From the point of 
view of bread principle and general pol- 


icy, their disposal constitutes a single prob- — 


lem. : 

All these surpluses are a result of our 
growth. Within the last decade, the output 
per man ia our mines and factories has in- 
creased more than 50 per ‘cent and «e are 
not yet at the end of this development. We 
have, in fact, been meving forward sco 
speedily in an industrial way that our 
thinking has not kept pace with our mate- 
rial progress. Our political leaders are at- 


tempting to apply the ideas of yesterday . 


to the problems of today, and instead of 


carries a menace to American industry and 
laber. But since we are already producing 
more than we can consume at home, ft is 
obvious that the multiplication of plants 
and equipment beyond any immediate needs 
would be wasteful and would intensify the 
existing problems. The critics of our ‘oreign 


lending alse lose sight of the fact that the 


berrowers are not taking away gold or oth- 
er currency but goeds—goods by the ship- 
load. the products of American labor, for 
wages.

have been greater and the problem of un- 
employment would hawe been more acute. 

Nevertheless, some of the spokesmen for 
farmers and for organized labor have bit- 
terly criticised these loans, on the assump- 
tiom that if this capital had been kept at 
home there would have been more demand 
for farm products and more jobs for 
American workers. This failure to note 
that 1t is the products of labor and the farm 
which are really borrowed, and not money, 
only g0@s to show how our thinking has 
failed te keep pace with our economic ero- 
lution.

There is another school of political lead- 
ers who cherish the idea that the proper 
way te deaP with the problem of surpluses 
is tO restrict output to domestic require- 
ments, to lay prohibitive duties on compet- 
ing foreign products and thus te secure for 
producers a complete monopoly of the 
home market. The surpluses can be re- 
duced, of course, and if our restrictive 
trade policy closes the export outlet, they 
will be reduced eventually to nothing. But, 
as Mr. Young has pointed out, the reduc- 
tion of the surplus means that some of 
our mines and farms and facteries will lie 
idle and, worse than thas, the men who 
have been working in them will remain 
idle. In getting rid of a surplus of goods 
we shall create a surplus of labor in its 
place, “the most dangerous surplus which 
can exist in any country.” 

In brief, the only way out which is con- 
sistent with the maintenance of ecohomic 
progress is to keep on produeing and to find 
more markets by cultivating the friendship 
and good will of potential buyers. The so- 
lution of the problem does not lie ir an 
insulated and self-sufficient America, but 
in the development of an America of broad- 
er interests. There is nothing tn this that 
smacks of charity or philanthropy.

contempt of court is tried for a 
criminal act. It is true this act 
has not been made criminal by a 
Statute, but by the order of a 
judge. The judgment, however. 
can confine the defendant to a jail. 
and the length of the term is at 
the discretion of the judge who 
made the order. 


“What difference is it to the de- 
fendant whether the ‘law’ has been 
made by the judge or by a legis- 
lature? His suffering is just as 
great in one case as in the other. 
Why should ‘he ‘be deprived of a 
jury trial when the law i- made 
by one man instead of by the reg- 
ular legislative aithority? And 
what defense can be made of a 
law that provides that the defend- 
ant shall have no epportunity eith- 
er for an impartial jury or an im- 
partial judge? 

“If an attack is made upon the 
conduct or character of a judge py 
a newspaper, for instance, is ‘it 
proper that the same judge should 
sit in Judgment upon the accused? 
Suppose the judge were assaulted 
on the streets by a common thug? 
Our procedure weuld not permit 
him to sit in the trial of the per- 
son accused of the assault. 

“It is interesting to note that, 
severe as was the ancient law, it 
was the prevailing practice in the 
English courts for centuries that 
trials for criminal contempt were 
by jury. It is only in the Amer- 
ican courts in the last century that 
such trials by the judge alone have 
developed. All sense of justice and 
all fair judicial procedure revolts 
at such a condition.”’ 


Defending “Yellow Dogs.” 

The unfavorable report on the 
bill made by the majority of the 
committee is very much shorter, 
and couche din more strictly legal 
terms. On the subject of “yellow 
dog contracts” it declares: : 

“However @istasteful such con- 
tracts may be to us, yet the fact 
remains that in three cases the 
United States Supreme Court has 
held that there is no legislative 
power to inhibit or outlaw them.” 

It is interesting to note that pre- 
cisely the same point was raised 
during the Parker debate, and it 
was advanced as a reason for re- 
fusing 6 place on the Supreme 
bench a man who held that view. 
On the other hand, some of the 
Senators who supported the ma- 
jority report containing the fore- 
going quotation, contended then 
that the proper remedy was not to 
change the court but to pass a law 
—such as they now oppose! m 

“The contract when made be- 
comes a property right,” their re- 
port states. “To provide by law 
that the courts shall not protect 
this right is unquestionably a de- 
privation of property without due 
process of law.” 

Against the provision in the Dill 
declaring the right to strike, the 
report complains that it would de- 
stroy all remedies against “illegal 
strikes,” as, for example, strikes 
to compel political action by the 
Government, or to overturn a valid 
arbitration award, or to aid a sec- 
ondary boycott. It adds: ! 

“Strikes, which are powerful 
movements, should be protected 
against legal hindrance when they 
are engaged in as an instrument 
to protect the rights of wérkers. 
The purpose of all _ iegisiation 
should be to strengthen right do- 
ing and suppress wrongdoing. 
Strikes in violation of collective 
agreements, or to injure individ- 
uals or the public, or to accom- 
plish ends in violation of law 
should not be encouraged by leg- 
islation.”

Deliberate 
invention, industrial research, im- 
provement in budgeting, account- 
ing and statistical control, in short, 
science in management has in- 
creased factory output and  re- 
duced unit costs. More than any 
other nation we have built out 
industry on the principle of stand- 
ardization. We have been able to 
standardize materials and methods 
only because we have been able 
to standardize the finished prod- 
uct.

An improvement in the supply 
of capital available for real estate 
loans in comparison with the sup-

the principal cities of the United 
States and Canada. 

This improvement, the National

How the Real and Fictional 
Characters Were Reconciled 
For ‘Blossom Time.’ 


By JOHN CHARLES GILBERT. 
Mr. Gilbert. who plays the role cf 
the great composer Franz Schubert 
in Municipal Opera's brilliant re- 
vival of “Blossom Time” next week, 
herein tells of Schubert the man 
and Schubert, the operetta’s hero, 
and how an artist must reconcile 
the two in his stage portrait. 

T trom childhood with the ex- 

quisite music of Franz Schu- 
bert the role of the composer in 
the charming but fictional romance 
of “Blossom Time” presents enor- 
mous difficulties in interpretation. 
For Schubert, the composer, lived 
as a Man and an artist, a vivid sort 
of life. He emerges from the biog- 
raphies as a virile, strong charac- 
ter. And yet he had, unquestion- 
ably, another side: the delicate, 
fragile side, so often expressed in 
his melodies.

Although the expedition was not 
primarily for the purpose of flying 
to the South Pole, the editors of 
the film have shown good judgment 
in building the action around this 
episode and making of the flight 
the picture’s climax. Other accom- 
plishments may te more appreci- 
ated by the scientific world, but the 
polar flight carries more of the 
spectacular and the photographable.

There Mexi- 
cans, Filipinos, Japanese, the job- 
less and job-seeking, sailors, labor- 
ers, panhandlers, all picturesque 
characters, predominate in the pe- 
destrian parade. 

HERE you can buy (in Spanish 

or English) a flopjoint bed for 

a quarter, a pair of shoes for 
two-ninety-five. Mexican music 
and books and phonograph records 
—there is a new waltz called 
“Lupe Velez.” 

You can buy movie magazines 
and newspapers in Spanish, get 
tattooed at innumerable’ shops, 
spend pennies in one peep-show ar- 
cade after another, take in a gaudy 
burlesque or a Mexican vaudeville, 
hearken to the “health lecture’”’ of 
a befeathered Indian selling herbs, 
or enjoy the leather-lunged whee- 
dling of a cheaply witty auctioneer.

ND in keeping with the cheap- 
A ress of the setting, the movie 
houses offer “double feature”’ 
programs for a nickle, a dime, and 
even the talkie houses ask only 
fifteen cents. 

These Main street nickelodeons, 
with their jangling pianos and 
screeching phonographs, their gar- 
ish lithographed posters, used to 
prolong the screen lives of many 
Hollywood’ stars long after their 
real fame had passed. They still 
do, to some extent. Tom Tyler, the 
former Western star, rides on a 
flickering screen in two musty 
houses, and Thelma Todd and 
“Skeets” Gallagher, both of whom 
have succeeded in talkies, may be 
seen in pictures made for the silent 


screen. 

R nas changed the method of 
movie rehearsals, more sweep- 

ing changes are in the offing. 

In pre-talkie times only a few 
minutes of preparatory pantomime 
were required, and the director's 
megaphone took care of the rest 
while the cameras ground. 

Then the microphone _ silenced 
the megaphone, and rehearsals 
took on new importance, Players 
had to prepare not only to deliver 
speeches properly, but to proceed 
independently of the director once 
the filming had begun. 

At first talkie scenes were re- 
hearsed one by one, but now the 
entire cast usually assembles weeks 
or days before production starts 
and goes through the entire script 
as though preparing for a stage 


play.

Presentation in 
small-town theaters near Los An- 
geles is expected not only to per- 
fect the actors in 
their lines, and to 
give the authore & 
opportunity to =:

snow, where the men receive radio 
news of home and families,. and 
proudly show to each other photo- 
graphs of their youngsters. A 
striking interior view is the mot- 
ley, bearded crew gathered about 
the loud speaker, hearing mile-by- 
mile reports of their comrades 
speeding toward the big icicle at 
the southern end of the world. 
And a marvelous bit of photogra- 
phy shows the company lined up 
outside the shacks after 125 days 
of darkness, waiting for the first 
glimpse of a pale and sickly sun, 
running up the colors with a cheer 
when it peeps above the icy hori- 
zon. 

As the story unfolds on the 
screen, one is likely to forget the 
immense difficulties that had to 
be overcqme to make possible its 
presentation in pictures. To Wil- 
lard Van der Veer and Joseph T. 
Rucker, Paramount camera men, 
must go the primary credit for the 
film’s success. They have pro- 
duced photographic effects so ar- 
tistic and pictures so clear that one 
can well imagine this to be a stu- 
dio production, with directors and 
lighting experts grouped on the 
sidelines, 


sea and ice, snow and moun- 

tains. There are close-ups of 
whales blowing, of seals at play, 
of dogs in ice-hewn kennels. No 
verbal or written description could 
portray the awful magnitude of that 
towering ice cliff, the Ross bar- 
rier, as these pictures show it, with 
men, pygmy-like, running about 
at its base. And always there is 
ice—vast miles of it, mighty ice- 
bergs, packs of floating cakes, 
blocks of ice used as building ma- 
terial, an icy armor plating on the 
windjammer, ice in furrowed 
ridges and immense glaciers. 

The work itself was done under 
the most unfavorable conditions. 
The precious cans of film first 
withstood the heat of the tropics, 
then the chill of Antarctica, then 
a return trip across the equator. 
Cameras froze in the intense cold, 
ice formed on lenses, fingers were 
frost-bitten in turning cranks. The 
pictures were developed in make- 
shift dark rooms, carved in the 
ice tunnels. 

Rucker and Van der Veer 
broyght back 30 miles of film, 
more than 158,000 feet of it. This 
vast footage had to be cut down 
to 8000 feet. And to the film 
cutters who accomplished this 
tremendous task must go the final 
bit of credit for the picture. They 
did their editing intelligently, with 
the result that the completed pic- 
ture is a comprehensive account 
of the expedition’s work while 
their address was Little America, 
Bay of Whales, Ross Sea, Antarc- 
tica. The Byrd party was the 
most ambitious of polar expedi- 
tions, and the pictorial record it 
brought back is in keeping with 
its scope, .

Then father started me at the 
piano. And I began to know and 
love Schubert. Of course my voice 
broke when I was about 14. But 
I still wanted to sing. I waited. It 
came back. I went to Francisco 
Daddi of the Chicago Civic Opera. 
“Tl want you to teach me how to 
sing,” I said. He heard me. “You 
come back in two years,” he said. 
“And meantime, if you don’t sing 
a note for anyone, don’t go to any 
other teacher, don’t even sing for 
your own pleasure, I’ll teach you.” 
I took him at his word. 

That was his idea of discipline. 
He didn’t want a pupil who would 
not do just what he said. That's 
just what I did. I was back at the 
end of the two years. I could 
hardly wait. He didn’t remember 
me. But I recalled the incident 
and told him what I’d done. And 
he took me as his pupil. 

A great teacher and a great art- 
ist. He taught me how to sing. He 
taught me an artist’s humility. I 
hope. He taught me how to guard 
against indisposition and all the 
other things that might interefere 
with a sincere and an honest per- 
formance in song. 

But I’m not going to try to tell 
you that he taught me to sing 
Schubert songs. He didn’t. He 
taught me opera repertory—and 
how to sing. And he taught me 
when I did sing Schubert to sing 
him in English—bécause I don’t 
know German. He taught me not 
to sing in a language I could not 


understand.

entered Northwestern Univer- 
sity, specialized in languages, the 
while I took every course in music 
offered there. Russians are na- 
tural linguists. I loved the romance 
languages and I suppose I thought 
of them as @ means to an opera 
But instead, I found my- 
instructor in romance 
languages at Northwestern, Much 
of my reading was done in bio- 
graphy. I had a passion for it. I 
began to read musical biography 
especially. Because, for all that I 
seemed doomed to spend my life 
among the professor folk I .-still 
loved music. Occasionally I sang a 
recital. But the way to a career 
seemed blocked. 

When finally {ft opened through 
Milton I. Shubert, it developed in 
entirely an unexpected way. In- 
stead of concertizing or singing 
grand opera I had the opportunity 
to play Franz Schubert in “Blos- 
som Time.” Shubert baptized me 
as it were. I had sung many hits 
from the Gilbert and Sullivan rep- 
ertory and took the name of Gil- 
bert for a stage name, because an 
American couldn’t be expected to 
pronounce my own. And Milton 
Shubert decided te call me John 
Charles. 

Then came the difficulty of re- 
conciling the historic Franz Shu- 
bert with the hero of “Blossom 
Time.” 

The real Franz Schubert was 
an artistic aristocrat. He wasn’t 
shy. He could talk brilliantly, and 
did, not only before men, but in 
mixed company. But only when 
he thought the conversation worth 
the while. When He was discuss- 
ing art or artistic things. He didn’t 
have the time to waste—for his 
work itself is proof of that —on 
things that didn’t count to his one 
end—thwm beauty of music. He had 
strict artistic-standards, both in the 
use he mace of his time and in 
his approach to his work. He was 
no trickster in art, no poseur, no 
sycophant. And he would argue 
valiantly for those standards. But 
when conversation became chit- 
chat, he silently withdrew into 
himself. : 

As for women. He had friend- 
ships and even love affairs. It is 
quite evident. His letters, his life, 
both are evidence of this. Where- 
as the Schubert of the opera, while 
a charming and delightful charac- 
ter, is a stammerer—Lawrence Gil- 
man once called Schubert “the di- 
vine stammerer”’—shy, 4diffident 
always retiring.

T 16 Meadows left his ranch 
At 30 miles south of San

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To MEASURE LIGHT’S SPEED in VACUUM TUBE, ONE MILE LONG

CHICAGO. 
LBERT A. MICHELSON, 
professor of physics at the 
University of Chicago, and 
one of the greatest figures in 
scientific history, has depart- 
ed for California to repeat 
for the final time his famous experi- 
ment in the velocity of light. The ex- 
periment will be the final phase of a 
classic effort that began 51 years ago 
at the Naval Academy at Annapolis. 

The 77-year-old scientist has made 
an astonishing recovery from the ill- 
ness and two operations that threat- 
ened his life last autumn. Alert and 
eager as ever, he anticipates with mild 
excitement the last act of his famous 
intellectual adventure. 

Though he regards this repetition as 
the conclusion of that particular study, 
he plans on his return to the Midway 
in the autumn to turn to other experi- 
ments. By his own request, Prof. 
Michelson has taken the status of pro- 
fessor-emeritus but, relieved of the du- 
ties of active faculty status, he will 
spend his time in his old laboratory in 
Ryerson Hall exploring new fields. 

When he was 26 years old, and an 
instructor in physics at Annapolis, 
from which he had just graduated, 
Prof. Michelson made the experiment 
in the velocity of light for the first 
time, to demonstrate to his class of 
midshipmen how light could be

clocked. He devised a new apparatus, 
and even paid for some of the parts 
out of his own pocket. Greatly to his 
astonishment, his figure was more ac- 
curate than any that previously had 
been achieved. 

It was then that he decided to be- 
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come a physicist and, retiring from 
the naval service, he went abroad to 
study. Returning in a few years, he 
began the famous ser‘es of experi- 
ments which have made him one of the 
great scientists of all time. 

The last time the velocity of light

was checked by Prof. Michelson was in 
1926. He arrived at a figure of 186.- 


284 miles per second, which scientists 
were willing to accept, but which the 
experimenter thought might still be 
slightly refined. 

He arrived at his result by racing a 
beam of light between two stations 22 
miles apart, atop Mount Wilson and 
San Antonio Peak in California. The 
distance between the two stations was 
measured with painstaking care by the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, and the probable error was esti- 
mated at but one part in a mil- 
lion. The need for such extreme ac- 
curacy is explained by the method of 
timing the light. Like most of his 
methods, the process has the merit of 
simplicity in theory. A beam of light 
half an inch square was reflected from 
one face of an eight-sided mirror to- 
ward the distant mountain with such 
precision that it struck a mirror a foot 
square. 

This distant mirror was then so 
adjusted that the beam returned upon 
its original path to strike exactly the 
face of the mirror from which it 
started. 

To make this round trip the light 
required a very slight fraction of time, 
about one-forty-four-hundredth of a 
second. But there was no ‘‘about”’ in 
Prof. Michelson’s method, for he had 
an ingenious way of measuring the 
split second of time. 

His eight-sided mirror, set on deli- 
cate bearings, was revolved by com- 
pressed air, so that in the time the

The gist of it is 
that if a nuisance 
exists the Health 
Commis sioner 
may abate it. 
That is an auto- 
cratic provision 
and as such is potentially dangerous. 
If the power is vested in a steady hand 
it holds the possibilities of great vir- 
tue. Health in a great city, with peo- 
ple living on top of each other, 
squeezed together on street Cars, 
massed in crowded places, becomes 
precarious if some communicable ill- 
ness strikes the city. Then it is that a 
wise Health Commissioner should have 
power to act swiftly and vigorously.

autumn of 1918. 

In September of that year a disease 
called ‘“‘Spanish influenza’’ touched 
the Atlantic coast, causing death 
among a high percentage of its 
sufferers, it spread rapidly and soon 
became epidemic. It began to roll 
across the country; before long it was 
reported in St. Louis. 

On October 6 Starkloff, studying the 
spread of the disease in other cities 
and in army posts and naval reserva- 
tions, saw that it would reach the mag- 
nitude of an epidemic here within a 
short time. He called a meeting of 
the members of the city government, 
of officers of civic organizations and 
of the Federal Government, and ex- 
plained the situation. He told them he 
would have to act and they agreed. 

- He set to work. He _ closed the 
schools. He closed the churches. He 
closed all theaters and motion-picture 
houses. He ordered that no child 
under 16 be allowed in stores in the 
downtown district. He ordered busi- 
ness houses to close their establish- 
ments at 4:30 p. m. in an effort to 


J ice such a situation presented 
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lighten the congestion among the city’s 
workers bound for their homes. He 
ordered the street cars to carry not 
more than 20 passengers in excess of 
their seating capacity. He ordered 
that no lodges or other organizations 
hold meetings. For he had conclud- 
ed that influenza was a communicable 
disease, that it was spread, among 
other ways, from person to person. 

The day he delivered his ultimatum 
his troubles began. ‘‘I looked into my 
waiting room,’ he says, ‘‘and it was 
black with people.’’' Protests arose on 
all sides. ‘‘Business was being ruined.’ 
“The city was in panic.’’ ‘Other cities 
haven't gone to this extreme.’ ‘Such 
measures are unnecessary; they won't 
stop the spread of the disease.’’ Com- 
mittees of powerful] business organiza- 
tions waited upon him. Bankers and 
heads of large stores came to see him. 
Politicians told him he was going too 
far. 

They all got the same answer. He 
was the Health Commissioner. It 
therefore was his business to protect 
the city’s health. He believed his 
measures were effective. He was sor- 
ry, but he could do nothing for them. 

And then Henry W. Kiel, then May- 
or of St. Louis, called upon him. 
‘Doctor, said the Mayor, ‘you've 
overdone it. Understand, I'm behind 
you. If I thought what you are doing 
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Louis it was .12. St. Louis’ excess 
death rate was the lowest among the 
leading cities listed. 

Physicians are very ‘‘ethical’’ peo- 
ple. They do not like to say yes or 
no unless they are certain, and that 
is perfectly correct. Medical men do 
not “‘know’’ what caused this city’s 
rate to be the lowest during those 10 
weeks; there are too many possible 
conditions to figure in. But the fact 
remains that during the 10 weeks list- 
ed Starkloff's ban was enforced for 
six of those Weeks.

As far as the St. Louis Division of 
Health knows, no city in America has 
ever had the lid clamped so tightly 
upon it as St. Louis did in those haz- 
ardous days. Did Starkloff use his 
autocratic power effectively? Let us 
look at the records. In a volume on 
public health, published by a national 
authority on the subject, figures are 
given on the influenza epidemic. There 
is a record of the “excess mortality” 
in cities for the 10 weeks from Sep- 
tember 15 to November 23. “Excess 
mortality’’ means this: The expected 
death rate in a city is figured accord- 
ing to previous statistics. A death 
rate over that expected normal rate is 
considered an excess death rate, OF 
“excess mortality.’ Among the great 
cities of the land the “excess mortal- 
ity’’ showed .69 for Philadelphia, 59 
for Pittsburg, .50 for Boston, .30 for 
New York, .27 for Cleveland. For St.

cludes the highly 
important work 
of infant and 
child welfare— 
there are 10 of 
these welfare 
stations about 
the city where 
mothers are 
instructed in car- 
ing for their ba- 
bies — and the 
chemical section, 
including that 
vital work, milk 
control. 

Public health 
experts believe 
the best way to 
judge the health- 
fulness of a city 
is by the death rate among infants 
under 1 year of age. The general 
death rate, according to authori- 
ties, is misleading. St. Louis, for in- 
stance, is regarded as an “old,” or 
average, city. That means the popu- 
lation is divided as to ages in the 
usual manner, formal percentages of 
children, young people, older people. 
Detroit, on the other hand, is a 
“voung” city; that ts, it includes a 
disproportionate and over-large popu- 
lation of young men who go there to 
work in its factories. The general 


death rate in a ‘“‘young”’ city is there- - 


fore less than in an ‘fold’’ city. 


UT, going by the authorities, St. 

Louis had the best record for 

health in 1929 among the na- 
tion’s great cities. In St. Louis there 
were 57.2 deaths per 1000 babies. 
New York was hext with 58.5. 

Dr. Starkloff considers St. Louis the 
best vaccinated city in America. If 
anyone comes in contact with a small- 
pox sufferer the Health Division looks 
for the former's vaccination scar. If 
he hasn't one, of if it is too old, he is 
told he must be vaccinated. If he re- 
fuses the Health Commissioner puts 
him in the isolation hospital for ob- 
servation. There is a story that years 
ago, shortly after Starkloff became 
Commissioner, his father had a small- 
pox case in a then isolated section of 
the city. The elder Starkloff phoned 
the Health Division and told some- 
body to tell his son that it would not 
be necessary to placard the sufferer's 
home. The information was relayed 
to the Health Commissioner. ‘I'm

surprised,”” he said, “that my father 
would say such a thing.” And up 
went the placard. 

The child welfare centers, combined 
with the rigid milk inspection, are be- 
lieved responsible for the smal! amount 
of disastrous summer illness among 
the city’s babies. 

For its many functions the Divi- 
sion of Health receives about 55 cents 
per person in the city each year. That 
amount is the lowest allowed any 
great city in the country. Some 
authorities believe that a city’s health 
division should be given $1.25 per 
person. . 

Like many men, Starkloff has a hob- 
by. It is hunting, and he is expert 
at it. He has won many matches and 
held championships. His hobby was 
responsible for a serious accident to 
himself in 1923. 

He was hunting ducks hear St. 
Charles. He was alone, having left 
his car and its driver, while he made 
his way to a blind. A few birds flew 
by, and he rose up and fired, bringing 
one down. And then another duck, 
which he believes was injtirred by 
some other hunter, swept towards 
him, striking him in the face with 
great force, smashing against his right 
eye. He collapsed; unconscious. After 
a time he regained his senses, got to 
his feet and made his way to his car. 
The accident resulted in the loss of 
sight in the injured eye. 

Only the day before his injury an 
oculist, speaking to a group of medical 
‘men, among whom was Starkloff, had 
remarked that the Commissioner had 
the best eyes for his age of any man 
he knew. 

He was disconsvlate. His ‘‘shoot- 
ing eye’’ was gone. He neyer wanted 
to look upon his guns again. And then 
he heard of a sight that had been in- 
vented by a famous shot, who, too, had 
lost his ‘‘shooting eye.’ Starkloff 
acquired one of these sights and began 
to shoot again. But it didn't seem to 
aid him, and he was just about to give 
up hunting when he got the knack 
of it. He believes he is as good a shot 
today as ever he was. 


vision should receive requests al- 

lowing persons to violate the rules 
of the division. That situation is easily 
taken care of, Starkloff says. Simply 
follow the rules. 

“But on occasion,’’ he continues, 
‘there is reason to alter rulings. For 
safety in such cases the division must 
depend on the Commissioner's judg- 
ment. Not long ago a child was in a 
hospital recovering from an operation. 
While in the hospital this boy devel- 
oped a contagious disease. According 
to the rules, the child should have 
been removed at once. The physician 
called me and told me the circum- 
stances of the case. I was satisfied 
that if the boy were removed it might 
mean his death. I felt certain it would 
be possible to leave him in the hospital 
without danger to other patients. I! 
gave instructions for certain pre- 
cautionary measures to be car- 
ried out. Everything cannot be 
arbitrary. 

‘‘A few years ago there was an open- 
ing in the post of Assistant Health 
Commissioner. There was no regula- 
tion which said the assistant should 
be a physician. But it was customary 
to appoint a physician to the post. In- 
stead, I appointed a layman, Max 
Kaufman, my present assistant. Kauf- 
man has been with me since I started 
in ‘95, when he came to mé as my sec- 
retary. I left office for eight years. 
When I returned I asked Kaufman to 
rejoin me. He did, giving up the work 
he was doing. When I made him my 
assistant I did so because I considered 
him best qualified for the post. He 
knew the workings of the division 
thoroughly. He was prepared for the 
executive work.’ 

Dr. Starkloff has served under every 
Mayor since Walbridge. When Rolla 
Wells, a Democrat, came into office 
in 1901, Starkloff’s term had two 
years to run. Wells served as Mayor 
for two terms of four years each, and 
when his appointee’s term expired 
Starkloff was reappointed under an- 
other Republican Mayor. 

The Health Commissioner continues 
his private practice. But it is mostly 
consultant work, he says, done at his 
private office during evening bours. 
He cannot take cases that require a 
great deal of attention; he hasn't time 
for them. 

I asked Dr. Starkioff why he had 
continued in the commissionership so 
long. He said he liked the work. 
Still, wasn’t it done at a sacrifice” 

He thought about it a minute. 

“Let us,” he said, “for want of a 
better word, call it ego. But 1 do get 
great pleasure in doing something for 
the public health. And in that, per- 
haps, the ego enters, too.”
